This application is a DIVISIONAL of 10/317,878, which in turn is a DIV of 09/265,083, and 
claims 1, 4-5, 8-9 are now pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawings were received on 2/8/06. The replacement drawing sheet 
(with FIGs. 1 A, IB, 2 thereon) is unacceptable as it does not label all the elements in the figures. 
The top layer above 12 & 50 should be labeled appropriately and the right layer above 10 & 52 
should be labeled in FIG. 2. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure (referring to the substitute specification filed on 2/8/06 is objected to 
because of the following informalities: (a) page 5, para [0026] "insulator films 50" should be 
"insulator film 50" since there is only one; (b) similarly to "insulator films 52" in para [0027]; 

(c) page 5, para [0027] (last line), it is not apparent what structure "the trilayer device" refers to; 

(d) page 8, line 2, the word "trick" should be changed to "track"; (e) page 5, [para 0027], line 7, 
the phrase "leader layer" should be changed to "lead layer". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: (a) "insulator contact" should 
be changed to "insulator film". Appropriate correction is required.
